Stockholm, May 8.—-Former Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt shortened his pro­ 
gram today even more than it had 
already been abbreviated by King Ed­ 
ward’s death, because of hoarseness 
from which he suifered, due to an 
intim ation of the bronchial tubes. 
A throat specialist visited the pal­ 
ace twice today and recommended 
that Chi. Rosevelt stay indors, as the 
weather was blustery and rainy. 
Col. Roosevelt only left his apart­ 
ments once. He 
took 
lunch 
with 
Chas. H. Graves, American minister 
to Sweden, at the legation and there 
met Sven Hedin, the explorer; Dr. 
Nordensgold, the autartic explorer; 
Admiral Balander, who is connected 
with the Noble Institute, and other 
scientists 
and 
literary 
people. He 
intended to make a spech at the Na­ 
tional Museum before the students 
and 
massed 
singing 
societies, 
but 
gave this up and instead bowed from 
the balcony of the legation to the 
students and singers who gathered 
in the street below. 
Hears Swedish Singers. 
The combined choruses rendered 
Swedish songs and the “Star Spang­ 
led Banner,’’ and at the conclusion 
of the singing Col. Roosevelt ex­ 
posed his thanks. The crowds on 
both sides of the waterfront facing 
the legation w*ere estimated at be­ 
tween 30,000 and 40,000, the greatest 
crowds, Minister Graves said, he had 
ever seen in Stockholm.

Later he received at the Swedish 
legation the members of the Inter­ 
parliamentary Union.

and for the good of mankind and the 
citizens of other nations can join 
with them in mourning for a man 
who showed throughout his term of 
kingship that' his voice was always 
raised for justice and peace among 
nations.

copies of this pamphlet to provide 
one for every voter in the precinct. 
It is the duty of the precinct in­ 
spector, within five days after re­ 
ceiving said pamphlet, to call a pub­ 
lic meeting of the electors in his 
precinct and distribute to them cop­ 
ies of the pamphlet. 
This procedure under the initiative 
and referendum law is new* to the 
people and very few know* anything 
about the provisions.

May Cause Change In Ex-Presidentt 
Plans to Tlsit London. 


Queen of Englund Unpopular. 


Queen Mary, who succeeds Queen 
Alexandra as consort upon the throne 
of England, comes to her high state 
with an entirely different standing 
before the British people than that 
of Alexandra when 
the 
death 
of 
Queen Victoria elevated her to the 
throne. 
Temperamental 
differences, 
which have kept her more aloof from 
the people, have prevented her real 
ability 
from 
becoming 
generally 
known, and she has before her a task 
in some measure of winning the love 
of a people to whom she is more or 
less of a mystery. 
A natural haughtiness and reserve, 
enhanced by the grief she suffered 
when the Duke of Clarence, King Ed­ 
ward s eldest son and heir to the 
throne, to whom she was betrothed 
in 1891, died shortly after their mar­ 
riage was to have been celebrated. 


Stockholm, May 
7.—Ex-President 
Roosevelt, who arrived here today, 
was greatly shocked upon learning 
of King Edward s death. What effect 
this will have on his London plans 
he cannot for the present say, but 
it is his intention to go to Berlin 
and complete his itinerary as an­ 
nounced. 
Colonel Roosevelt today sent a mes­ 
sage to Ambassador Hill inquiring if 
King Edward’s death would neces­ 
sitate a change in the emperor’s plan 
desiring to be advised should the em­ 
peror go to London. In that event the 
former president would undoubtedly 
be either the guest of the American 
ambassador or proceed to a hotel. 
He has a fixed engagement to deliver 
a lecture at the university at Berlin 
on May 12. 
“I have a personal feeling about 
the king's death,” said Mr. Roosevelt. 
‘‘I know from having been president 
that he had an earnest desire to 
keep 
the 
relations 
between 
Great 
Britain and the United States on the 
closest and most friendly terms.”

copies of this pamphlet to provide 
one for every voter in the precinct. 


It is the duty of the precinct in- 


spector, within five days after re- 
ceiving said pamphlet, to call a pub- 
lic meeting of the electors in his 
precinct and distribute to them cop- 
ies of the pamphlet 


This procedure under the Initiative 


and referendum law is new to the 
people and very few know anything 
about the provisions. Every voter in 
the state should watch for the pub-

not able to be at the meeting he 
should call upon his precinct in- 
spector for one of the pamphlets and 
see that his neighbors do likewise.

SHOCK TO BWOSEVELT 


May Cause Change In Ex-Prestdf nfs 


Plans to Visit London. 


Stockholm, May 
7.—'Ex-President 


Roosevelt, who arrived " here today, 
was greatly shocked upon learning 
of King Edward's death. What effect 
this will have on his London plans 
he cannot for the present say, but 
It is his intention to go to Berlin 
and complete his itinerary as an- 
nounced. 


Colonel Roosevelt today sent a mes- 


sage to Ambassador Hill Inquiring if 
King Edward's death would neces- 
sitate a change in the emperor's plan 
desiring to be advised should the em- 
peror go to London. In that event the 
former president would undoubtedly 
be either the guest of the American 
ambassador or proceed to a hotel 
He has a fixed engagement to deliver 
a lecture at the university at Berlin 
on May 12.

This procedure under the initiative 


and referendum law Is new to the 
people and very few know anything 
about the provisions. Every voter in 
the state should watch for the pub- 
lic meeting to be held In ais pre- 
cinct in order that he may secure 
official copies of the ballot title, the 
bill and the arguments. 
If he Is 


not able to be at the meeting he 
should call upon his precinct in- 
spector for one of the pamphlets and 
see that his neighbors do likewise.
